w ill be called on to do garris 
duty in C uba. 
W h e re v e r it may 
be sent C ol. B rya n w ill accom pany 
it. 
I k n o w just h o w he feels on 
this point. 
H e w ill stay w ith his 
regim ent until it is discharged from 
the arm y. 
“ W h ile he wears the uniform of 
a soldier he w ill take no active 
part 
in 
politics. 
Doubtless 
he 
w ou ld resign from the arm y if he 
should consult his ow n convenience, 
but heNvill not do that. 
l i e regards 
it as his duty to remain in com m and 
of his regiment until the go vern ­ 
ment is ready to dispense w ith his 
services. 
O f course, he is deeply 
interested 
in the elections to be 
held this fall. 
H e is very hopeful 
that 
the democrats w ill secure a 
m ajority in the next house of rep­ 
resentatives. 
B u t he feels that his 
hands are tied in political matters. 
I d on ’ t think a n y th in g could induce 
him to leave his regim ent even to 
m ake one speech in the cam p aign . 
H e has consulted w ith some of his 
best friends regarding tlie situation 
and they ure agreed that he has 
taken the proper v ie w of the m a t­ 
ter. 
T h e y applaud his course and 
I think it w ill be approved by dem ­ 
ocrats generally w h en they under­ 
stand the m otives w h ich are co n ­ 
trolling C ol. B r y a n .”

WHO HAS BLUNDERED-^ 


ProsLleiit's Advisers Prefer Scruti­ 
ny at Once liatlier Tiian Con- 
§:ressional Í iivest iliati^n. 


W a s h i n g t o n . D. C. , 
24. 
— There has been a decided change 
of opinion in Washington regard­ 
ing a military inquiry into the con­ 
duct of the war. 
VV'hen it was first 
mentioned the administration men 
shrugged their shoulders and said 
that it would never do, as an in­ 
vestigation, no matter whether or 
not it found anything to investi­ 
gate, could only result in loss of 
prestige 
to 
the 
administration. 
W ithin the last few days ev dence 
has appeared to the effect th it the 
administration 
itself 
will set on 
foot an investigation, preferring 
that to any inquiry that congress 
might institute. 
Just what official was the origi­ 
nator of this plan is not clear, but 
one thing is certain, and that is, 
, that it has warm support in the 
cabinet. 
The men who are recom­ 
mending 
the investigation say a 
properly conducted 
military 
in­ 
quiry will reveal men who are re­ 
sponsible for the Santiago blunders 
and the mistakes of the quarter­ 
master’s 
department. 
The 
in­ 
quiry will reveal the truth in re­ 
gard to hidden letters, if there are 
any, and determine if any impor­ 
tant orders have not been obeyed. 
The supporters of an investiga­ 
tion further say that the board of 
inquiry would make a report which 
would be of great value by causing 
military legislation. 
Secretary A l ­ 
ger, in his letter to Depew, says 
the most of the trouble was on ac­ 
count of the difficulty of mobili^s- 
ing a large army in a short 
time 
under our present system. 
Those 
who want an investigation say that 
Secretary A lger would be the star 
witness, and if he could show that 
anything was wrong with the mii- 
ji?ry system it would be a matter 
or congress to consider. 
^ The Philadelphia Press, which 
has Charles Em orv Smith, the cab- 
inet minister, for its editor, in a 
column and a half editorial yester­ 
day, - demands an investigation of 
the war. 
In conclusion it sa y s: 
“ A military inquiry is imperative­ 
ly needed to apportion responsib’ l- 
ity, and, if the staff departments 
are wise they will ask for it. 
The 
country and congress need to be 
educated. 
The public and the gov­ 
ernment both ought to learn ex­ 
actly how much failure there really 
has been. 
“ A military inquiry by a court 
of inquiry whose 
members com­ 
mand respect by their rank, expe­ 
rience and character, would clear 
up 
the 
exact 
limits 
of 
failure. 
W hen these are known it could be 
nade clear how much of the failure 
% 
was due to lack of 
preparation, 
how much to the conditions of war, 
how much to a defective organiza­ 
tion of the staff, how mucli to the 
inefficiency of regular officers, how 
much to the ignorance of volunteer 
officers and how much to civilian 
appointments. 
“ These things need to be known 
through a methodical and search­ 
ing inquiry conducted by experts. 
Congress will investigate, but we 
all know what a congressional in­ 
vestigation is like— how loose, how 
irregular, how rambling and how 
ignorant. 
The cotfntry 
does not 
need scapegoats and victims, but 
knowledge and reform. 
First and 
last, the staff organization has been 
at fault, and apparently needs thor­ 
ough reorganization, but this needs 
to be proved publicly. 
“ President M cK inley has before 
him a golden opportunity such as 
no war before has offered. 
Hostil­ 
ities are o v e r ; congress more than 


three months distant; public inter­ 
est is aroused. There is grave dan­ 
ger of peasonal injustice due to 
mere clamor. 
If an adequate mili­ 
tary 
commission investigates the 
whole field of operations— enlist­ 
ment, organization, camp abuses 
and all the work of commissarv, 
quartermaster, ordnance and medi­ 
cal staff departments— by Decem­ 
ber, congress and public opinion 
would be informed, enlightened, 
educated and 
fruitful legislation 
will follow. 
“ If nothing is done we shall have 
a 
congressional 
investigation, 
a 
swarm of grievances, slanders and 
scandals, personal and partisan re­ 
ports, and nothing accomplished. ”

Smokeless 
powder is used with it, and a liardened 
lead bullet, wh ich h as a copper jacket 
plated with tin. Th e gun h as a maga­ 
zine for five cartridges, wliich are put 
in at once, being fastened togeth er 
with a metal cliik 
Th e gun can be 
used for firing and reloading after 
each sh ot, or th e five sh ots can be 
fired in quick succession, and th e gun 
reloaded with five more wh ile it is at 
th e sh oulder. 
Th e ch ief advantage 
claimed for it is th at th e cartridge 
ch amber can be opened by a straigh t 
pull and with out turning up th e gun.

COLUMBUS OF THE SKIES. 


\7 h at Lacailie Has Accomplish ed in th e 
Line of Astronomy. 
Lacailie h as been justly called th e 
true Columbus of th e south ern skies, 
says Prof. T. J. J. See, in Atlantic. 
]>orn near Ph 'eims in 17 13, and left 
destitute at an early age. h e was edu­ 
cated at th e expense of th e duke of 
Bourbon; h aving acquired proficiency 
in th eology, like Lapiace lie aban­ 
doned th at profession for th e study 
of science, and by th e favor of Cassini 
became one of th e surveyors of th e 
coast from Xantes to Bayonne, and in 
17 39 took part ic th e remeasiirement 
of th e French arc of th e meridian. 
Th e perfection witli wh ich th is work 
was done secured h im admission to 
th e academy of sciences, and a pro­ 
fessorsh ip at tlie College Mazarin, 
wh ere h e worked energetically in a 
small obsen^atory fitted up for deter­ 
mining th e places of th e fixed stars. 
Mliile occupied with th is work h e be­ 
came impressed with th e need of good 
observations of th e stars of th e south ­ 
ern h emisph ere. 
Accordingly, 
h e 
proposed an expedition to th e ( ape of 
Good Hope, wh ich was oliicialiy sanc­ 
tioned and carried out with maiwelous 
rapidity and success. 
Landing 
in 
April, 17 51, at th e cape, wh ich was 
th en a mere signal station for Indian 
vessels, h e secured a location in th e 
wild country near th e great Table 
mountain, and in 14 month s h ad ob­ 
served th e positions of nearly 10,000 
stars with a degree of precision never 
before attempted in th at region of th e 
h eavens.

The wom­ 
an seized the reins, and when last 
seen was near \V oodlandville, anc 
was lashing her horses to their best 
speed.
